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REVIEW OF BUSINESS CONDITIONS - ALBERTA - 1968 


Business conditions remained firm throughout 1968. With few 
exceptions and reservations 1969 should be even better. 

In 1968 the value of mineral production exceeded $1, 080 million; 
of manufacturing $1,644 million; of construction $1,537 million; of retail 
trade $2,000 million. Labour income was close to $2,300 million. 
Farmer's cash income from major sources rose slightly to $730 million. 

In dollar terms most figures have been very encouraging. It 
is early as yet to determine to what extent the apparent increases repre- 


sent inflation and to what extent they are ' 


'real'’, The general consumer 
price index rose 6.1 per cent from 151.8 to 158.0 between December 
1967 and December 1968. The substantial wage increases effected in the 
past 24 months reflect the sharp increases experienced in living costs, 
and indicate equally sharply that such costs are to rise even more in the 
months ahead. 

There are few hopeful signs as yet that inflation is being checked. 
The United States, also suffering from inflation, is inevitably exporting 
higher prices to buyers of its products. Canadian labour costs are rising 
remorselessly to cover the higher costs of imports and of Canadian goods 
and services. High money costs are bound to be recouped in and through 
higher consumer prices. While money is in short supply interest rates 
will remain high. As conditions now obtain there is not sufficient resist- 
ance to higher prices or higher wage demands because employers, the 


business community, and the labour force alike expect to cover higher 


immediate costs out of further inflation and out of higher take home 
pay. 

The Canadian inflationary spiral will likely be broken only by 
the massive readjustment consequent on cessation of the south-east 
Asian war. If during a massive readjustment there is such a sharp drop 
in demand for those goods and services now in high demand, anda 
noticeable softening of prices for our exports (raw products), the psy- 
chological chain of reflexes now operating will be broken and conditions 
will consolidate at anew level. At present both businesses and 
individuals have vested interests in the continuing inflation which is 
making easier the payment of accrued debts. 

Insofar as Canada is concerned, inflation is dangerous when our 
goods and services are priced out of foreign markets: we are heavily 
dependent on exports. However, inasmuch as inflation is a nearly world 
wide phenomenon at this time, inflation is only harmful insofar as the 
rate of Canadian inflation exceeds that of our market countries. 

Inflation is iit ean the salaried and wage earning groups 
whose incomes are adjusted periodically to keep them in line with current 
living costs. The money-managing groups also are unaffected: changes 
in the price of money recoup any change of real income. Both groups, 
to the extent that they have incurred substantial debts, and to the extent 
that dollar incomes increase in step with inflation, stand to benefit from 
the inflation, since fixed debt charges become an ever smaller proportion 
of dollar income. 


Those on fixed incomes are being harmed; for example, pensioners. 
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Those who are not sufficiently organized (or if organized, are still at 

the mercy of the market places, particularly foreign market places; or 
who have little control over production) are being harmed; for example, 
farmers, fishermen, foresters and miners. These groups have no means 
of "unilaterally" adjusting prices to compensate for higher costs. 

The national economic outlook is clouded by uncertainty as to 
the increased likelihood of an early conclusion to the south east Asian 
war, and by equally important uncertainty as to probable new directions 
of American domestic and foreign economic policy. The first is bound 
to entail a massive re-adjustment of American importing patterns which 
in turn will entail massive dislocations of those Canadian industries 
supplying American war generated needs: even a general price-softening 
will have pronounced effects. The second seems likely to involve a less- 
ening of American solicitude for the economic woes of other countries — 
a lessening which was becoming more apparent in recent years in any 
case. 

The Alberta economic outlook is more predictable. To the normal 
uncertainties as to actual volume of grain harvested has been added the 
certainty that any cereal output is surplus to market demand. It follows 
that cash income maintenance (rather than any increase) will be the im- 
mediate objective of the farming community. 

Alberta mineral production, because of its particular composition, 
is likely to increase. The new long term contracts for coal sales, signed 
with Japanese firms, adds a dependable extra dimension. 


Those of the Alberta manufactured products destined for export 
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are of types not likely to be affected by general changes in economic 
policies of importing countries. Those manufacturers producing for 
the western Canadian or local market are likely to be affected only if 
there is a very pronounced national economic downturn leading to some 
form of inter-provincial ''dumping'’. The local income and expansion- 
ary forces (even taking into consideration the difficulties of the agri- 
cultural industry) are so strong that demand should be well maintained. 

The construction industry, as in recent years, will be faced 
with a high volume of work to be done — and the difficulties of principals 
in raising the funds with which to pay for it. As in recent years, it is 
likely that funds will come forth somehow. There is certainly a back- 
log of residential, commercial, and institutional first priority building 
to be done; and, equally, no sign of slackening of engineering work. 

The forestry industry is likely to be an immediate beneficiary 
of any diversion from war to peaceful purposes of American government 
spending. Demand for sawn lumber should rise as substantial funds will 
almost certainly be devoted to residential rebuilding in the American 
CItLeS: 

On balance then, the dynamic growth which has been character- 


istic of the Alberta post war economy should continue into and beyond 


1969. 
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AGRICULTURE 
Farmer's cash income from major sources apparently rose 
slightly. Higher receipts from sales of livestock and related products 


more than offset any decline in grain sales,

Weather conditions were not particularly favourable to the grain 
farming community in 1968. Grades have suffered everywhere because 
of wet harvest weather and early, fairly severe frosts, 

The sales outlook is not at all bright; a large proportion of the 
1967 crop has not yet moved to market — partly because, of sales and 
markets lost, because of the grain handler's strike, partly because of 
better than average crops of other major producing countries, and partly 
because of the growing reluctance of importing countries to meet even 


the floor prices established under the International Wheat Agreement. 
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MINERALS 


The value of minerals produced in Alberta rose from $973.3 million 


in 1967 to $1, 080.4 million in 1968. 


The major increases were in the value 


of sulphur sold (up $13 million); natural gas (up $24 million); natural gas by- 


products ( up $9 million); and value of crude oil (up $61 million). 


Contracts were signed with Japanese interests for the purchase of 


very substantial tonnages of high grade coal over the next few years.

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CONSTRUCTION 


Early in the year it was estimated that construction volume would 


reach $1,537 million during 1968, up from $1,317 million in 1967. The 


value of building construction was expected to reach $741. 2 million, the 


value of engineering construction $795.5 million. It is believed that both 


estimates were exceeded substantially. 


The current indictor of developments is the number of building 


permits issued. New records have been achieved.

Major increases were recorded in the city of Calgary up to $183.1 million 


in 1968 as compared with $136. 9 million in 1967; and in Edmonton where the 


comparable figures were $165. 8 and $141. 6 million. 


MANUFACTURING 


The gross value of manufacturers' shipments of products rose from 


$1,521 million in 1967 to $1, 644 million in 1968. The major increases 


were noted in the sales of the Foods and Beverages industries (up $25 mil- 


lion); of the Primary Metals group of industries, which includes the pipe 


mills, iron and steel mills, iron foundries (up $33 million); the Transport- 
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ation Equipment industrial group — largely mobile homes, house trailers, 
and industrial camp units (up $16 million); and the.Non-Metallic Mineral 
Products group — largely the cement products firms (up $19 million). 

Of 185 firms which responded to a year-end questionnaire asking 
for estimates as to increases or decreases over 1967 in sales volume, 123 
reported increases and 62 reported decreases. 

Uncertain at this time is the extent of real increase in physical 
production, as set against dollar increases attributable to inflation. 

A listing of major new industrial plants, including manufacturing 
plants, (proposed, under construction, and completed during 1968) appears 
at the end of this report.
